The platform is too long and xtill it 
■ay« too little. Itis chiefly remarkable 
for thf things it omits to say.

It dcTotes about 3.000 words to 
threshing over dead issues of the past 
oampaign and about 200 words to the 
live issues of trusts and imperialism. 

Thp trust plank is so carefully word- 
ed that it would not possibly offend 
the most sensitive V"*^ which is ex- 
pected to contribute to the campaign 
fund.

fec tivily restrain and prrvent siu-li 
abuses, protect and i)riiinoti' conipe- 
tition amk secure llie rights of pro- 
■<Uicer-. laborers ami all \vli<> are •■n- 
ga(fed in industry and coinniercc," 

Well, lliric have been al)oiit 2J<) just 
such trusts or;rani/ed since the be- 
f;iiiiiinf^ of Mclvinley's administration, 
and they have been doing ju.st the 
1liin(;K which this plank mentions. 
l>ut this republican congress refused 
to pass the anti-trust bill. The ad- 
ministration will never, under any 
eircumstanceii, have an opportunity 
to restrain truata better than that 
presented at the recent session of 
congress, when every branch of the 
government was under republican con- 
trol. The fact that it did absolutely 
nothing to restrain trusts shows 
where if stands. 

liPliabllean KfTr(>nler>.

I alwaya like to make the beat uaa 
of every available toot of land. Vor 
instance, I have set a new atrawberry 
plantation this spring (as I invariably 
do every spring). Most people aet the 
plants a foot apart in the rowa. With 
rows four feet apart thia takea about 
11,000 piunta to the acre. When I have 
varietiea that are ^'-ikmI |)1ant-mal<<'rs, 
such aa Splendid, Wartitld, Crcsciiit, 
Bubach, Ilaverland, and in fact most 
others. 1 set the jjlauts not less than 
three feet apart in the rows, and often 
as niueh as four feet apart. Kven then, 
as 1 look over the pateh set in tliis 
way last sprinj,', I find that I have too 
many plants in the row. I'lants niii;lil 
be set five feet apart and yet nuike a 
tjood niattetl row. In tlie lirst place, 
1 have this sailng uf plant>, us I need 
only .l.noo ])!ants to the acre instead 
of 11,000. like most other jfrowers. 
Then 1 have a better matted row, and 
1 also have a lot of space left for ini 
mediate use that I can devote to cab 
bages or other crops which will be 
oft by the time that the young ruU' 
ners will need the room. My com' 
bination laat year waa atrawberrles 
an<l cabbages, a cabbage-plant being 
sit midway between each two atraw 
berry-plants. To-day you cannot aei 
by the looka of the patch that the 
berry-plnnta were aet ao wide apart, 
or that any other crop waa grown be- 
tween them. Thia year I have a double 
combination; namely, atrawberrles, 
cabbages and oalona. The ground is 
laid off in rowa M inches apart. Straw- 
berry-planta ore act four feet apart 
in every other row. Between the 
atrawberry-planta in the row I have 
aet Prizetaker and Gibraltnr onion- 
planta, the latter to be pulled up for 
bunch-onions as soon as large enough, 
which will give to the raw berry- 
plants the whole row as soon as they 
need it. The middle row. Ik iwecti ilie 
strawberry rows, is planted with early 
cabbages and eaulillowi rs. This ar- 
rangement will necessitate i lovi' culti- 
vation ami prompt attention to all 
these crops right along.— Farm and 
Flreaide.
